The  ball  boys  in  the  scarlet  strip  with 
white  trim  today  are  from  the  CON- 
CORDIA-PHi LLIP  SOCCER  CLUB  INC. 
They  are  the  U/12  first  and  second  division 
teams  of  the  1978  season.  Their  President, 
Major  John  W.  Thompson  forwarded  us  the 
following  note  on  this  most  successful  club: 

The  Concordia  Phillip  Soccer  Club  was 
formed  by  a  merger  of  Forrest  United  and 
Phillip  United  Clubs,  at  a  joint  meeting  in 
December  1976.  Prior  to  that  time  Forrest 
for  some  years  had  no  junior  teams,  but 
Phillip,  which  had  difficulty  in  fielding 
strong  senior  teams  was  well  provided  with 
juniors,  because  it  inherited  through  prior 
amalgamations  the  Garran  juniors  and  the 
Hughes-Garran  Juniors  with  their  record 
number  of  registered  players. 

In  1972  the  Club  approached  Arsenal  of 
London,  and  was  given  the  permission  to 
use  the  nickname  The  Gunners'  and  their 
badge.  The  motto  on  the  old  Arsenal  badge 


was  'Victoria  Concordia  Crescit*.  The  new 
name  of  the  club  is  most  appropriate  — 
Phillip  for  the  geographic  region,  and  Con¬ 
cordia,  meaning  Harmony. 

Last  years  Concordia  Phillip  fielded 
fifteen  teams  in  the  Junior  League  compe¬ 
tition,  and  together  with  their  three  under 
6  &  7  and  three  under  8  teams  they  had 
260  players  on  their  books.  The  fifteen 
teams  won  three  premierships  as  well  as 
three  runner-up,  three  major  cup  and  one 
minor  cup  titles.  There  were  two  under  9, 
three  under  10,  two  under  1 1 ,  three  under 
12,  two  under  13,  and  three  under  16 
teams.  From  each  age  group  one  team 
played  in  the  first  division. 

Most  Concordia  Phillip  juniors  live 
either  in  Garran  or  Hughes.  However  other 
suburbs  are  also  represented,  particularly 
by  boys  who  previously  lived  in  the  area 
and,  who  even  after  moving  out,  register 
loyally  with  the  club. 


SAGA 


Saga  is  something  of  an  institution  on 
the  Canberra  music  scene.  The  band  was 
formed  in  June  1972  and  in  the  past  six 
years  has  retained  its  appeal  and  popularity 
through  various  changes  of  line-up.  High¬ 
lights  of  Saga's  career  include  winning  the 
Canberra  Heat  of  Showcase  75  and  scoring 
a  No.  1  hit  in  1977  on  the  Canberra  charts 
with  their  song  "Cover  of  the  Canberra 
Times".  Always  busy,  the  band  works  ex¬ 
tensively  in  Canberra,  Sydney  and  various 
country  areas  and  several  times  a  year  takes 
time  off  for  cruises  with  the  P  and  0  line  in 
the  South  Pacific  and  Far  East. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  band  can  be 
attributed  to  its  policy  of  tailoring  their 
music  to  the  audience.  They  are  able  to 
accomplish  this  because  of  their  wide 


repertoire  which  ranges  from  cabaret  music 
and  everygreens  to  heavy  rock. 

In  the  near  future  Saga  plans  to  release 
a  new  single  and  they  have  been  recording 
material  in  Sydney  Studios  over  the  last 
month,  hoping  to  repeat  the  success  of 
"Cover  of  the  Canberra  Times".

Executive  Regulation  Review  meetings, 
(iv)  Chair  Canberra  City  League  meetings, 
report  to  the  Board,  communicate  with 
local  media  on  League  matters,  (v)  Involve¬ 
ment  in  U/16  and  U/18  ACTSF  Rep  Team 
preparation,  registration  and  administra¬ 
tion  of  club  junior  players,  etc,  . . . 

Canberra  City  being  by  far  the  newest 
and  now  the  most  senior  soccer  club  in  the 
region  needs  to  eafln  respect  for  its  name 
plus  local  support  and  thereby  inherits  a 
responsibility  for  maintaining  good  work¬ 
ing  relationships  with  local  soccer  organi¬ 
sations  and  officials.  Finally  therefore  and 


maybe  as  important  as  any  for  the  immedi¬ 
ate  future,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Foot¬ 
ball  League  section  of  our  club  to  play  a 
significant  role  in  this  regard,  and  in  spite 
of  some  growing  pains  it  may  be  said  with 
some  justification  the  job  is  being  done  and 
done  well!

I  hope  the  Club  has  looked  at  premises 
in  terms  of  progressive  steps  in  three  stages.

The  Club 
needed  a  social  base,  to  increase  club 
interests,  communication,  and  add  to  finan¬ 
cial  stability.
